There was wide agreement that the State 
Departm ents b an on newsmen visiting Red 
China was a mistake. The defiant trip to 
China of 40-odd U.S. you ng people seems u n- 
likelv to b e viewed in the same light. 
Foreign correspondents are risk-takers 
b y profession. They u su ally u nderstand well 
the hazards of any ventu re they u ndertake. 
rally they want as mu ch protection 
their government as they can get. b u t 
they don't often complain if they move into 
place* where it can’t he assu red. 
The ordinary tou rist, you ng or old. isn’t 
accu stomed to gau ging travel risks care­ 
fu lly. The State Department properly su b ­ 
stitu tes its ju dgment for the tou rist's in this 
matter. And. qu ite commonly, it b ars nor­ 
mal travel in areas it regards as u nsafe. 
Commu nist China has b een so classified 
b y the department for a long time. In times 
past. variou s eastern Eu ropean cou ntries 
have b een on the b arred list. A citizen’s 
passport hears a stamp specifically forb id­ 
ding travel in su ch zones. 
The you ng Americans who have now 
gone from Moscow’s you th festival to Red 
China at Peiping’s invitation are in violation 


of clear passport regu lations. They have 
b een b lu ntly warned not to go b y high dip­ 
lomatic officials, and have chosen to ignore 
these warnings. 
The fact that they are cu riou s to see Red 
China is no ju stification. Many people may 
have b een cu riou s to inspect war zones at 
variou s times in the last two decades, b u t 
that did not mean it made sense for them 
to go. 
The department has stressed that these 
you ngsters may prove to b e tools of Red 
propaganda on their tou r. Perhaps so and 
perhaps not. Bu t the principle at stake is 
whether regu lations are made to b e ob eyed 
or b roken. 
Since the government has the responsi­ 
b ility of protecting its nationals wherever 
they go, it mu st have the au thority to gov­ 
ern their travels within reasonab le limits. 
If every citizen were free to defy that au ­ 
thority at will, it wou ld not amou nt to mu ch. 
The most charitab le thing to b e said 
ab ou t the b est of these kids is that they are 
well 
meaning b u t b adly misgu ided. The 
worst of them may well b e playing some­ 
b ody else's game.
